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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This office action is responsive to elected claim amendment filed on 10/20/2005. 
Claims 18-29 are pending in this office action. Claims 1-17, 30-35 are canceled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 35 1(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published under section 122(b) 
only if the international application designating the United States was published under Article 21(2)(a) of such 
treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of this 
subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1 (a). 

2. Claims 18-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being unpatentable over 
Igarashi et al. Pub. No. 20030005399. 

Regarding claim 18: Igarashi teaches a mesh comprising: 

a collection of non Manhattan clock signal lines arranged to form a mesh 
(paragraphs [0174] and [0176]). 

Regarding claim 20: Igarashi teaches non Manhattan clock signal lines with 45 
degrees (paragraph [0101]). 

Regarding claim 21: Igarashi teaches non Manhattan clock signal lines with 
degrees (paragraph [0112]). 

Regarding claim 27: Igarashi teaches non Manhattan clock signal lines with a 
local distribution (paragraph [0185]). 

The remaining claims of 102(e) section contain features similar to the rejection of 
claims 18,20,21, or 27 and rejected in the rationale. 
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3. Claims 18-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being unpatentable over 
Teiget al. Pat. 6912704. 

Regarding claim 18: Teig teaches a mesh comprising: 

a collection of non Manhattan clock signal lines arranged to form a mesh (col. 12, 
lines 3-16). 

The remaining claims of 102(e) section contain features similar to the rejection of 
claim 18 and rejected in columns 2,4 and abstract.
